IN THE LAING BILL 


Measure Ordered to Third Reading But 


Efforts to Forestall Final Action 


Successful.

Madison, \Vls.. Aug. 7.—Licensing 


of master plumbers 
in 
Wisconsin 
cities, which was endorsed by the as- 
sembly this week, received senate ap- 
proval yesterday afternoon in the ad- 
vancement of the 
Laing 
bill. 
The 
measure was ordered to third reading 
by a vote of 18 to 3 (eSnators Bray, 
Rollman and Staudemnayer), but ef- 
forts to forestall final action were suc- 
cessful, and it will come up for con- 
currence next Wednesday. The senate 
adopted amendments exempting fourth 
class cities and villages. The act ap- 
plies to cities having waterworks and 
sewerage systems. 


As in the assembly, the 
measure 
was branded as n protection for the 
"plumbers' trust." 
Senator Bichler, 
for the bill, asserted Jt was designed 
to protect the health of the public by 
the requirement that only experienced 
plumbers, holders of state licenses se- 
cured after competent 
examination, 


shall do plumbing. The license fee is 
$30. 
J. .T. Drought1, for the plumbing 
interests, addressed the senate on the 
bill by request. 


The senate concurred Jn four as- 
sembly amendments 
to the 
Burke 
county board of education bill. Power 
is given the board to change the limits 
of its consolidated 
school 
districts 
when the change is approved, by a 
majority of the voters of the district. 
Districts may employ more than one 
supervisory teacher and may appoint 
a clerk. 
The limitation on the mini- 
mum salary that may be paid to the 
county superintendent was stricken 
out. The bill now goes to the govern- 
or. 
It was the first bill introduced 


In the senate last January.

The Albers bill placing the Wiscon- 
sin industrial school for girls, Milwau- 
kee, now under the management of a 
board of women trustees, under the 
additional supervision . of the state 
board of control, was placed on Wed- 
nesday's calendar, when it will be up 
for passage. 
The senate killed the Aulenbacher 


bill oh distribution of automobile li- 
cense fees, after rejecting a substitute 
by eSmitor Cunningham embodying 
the terms of his former bill, killed in 
the assembly, by which such revenue 
was to be given entirely to the coun- 
ties for road improvement. 


The senate received an amendment i 
by Senator Bosshard to the Caldwell 
mothers' pension bill, by which state 
aid is fixed at $30,000 a year.

bill will come up Tuesday. The senate 
engrossed assembly bills appropriat- 
ing ?25,000 a year to the railroad com- 
mission for administering the water- 
power act, and $$35,000 a year to the 
state board of health and $2,000 an- 
nually for operation of a bacteriologi- 
cal station in northern Wisconsin.
